I shall enclose the third increm ent of two CJA 
documents.

item relevant to ^ project) may be 

released and used at the unclassified level. 

The usual caveats obtain, requiring CIA review 
and concurrence before any information based on 
CIA-originated documents can be downgraded, declassi- 
fied or published. 

There are two more documents under review, 
which we are trying to clear as soon as possible.
